THE AUGUSTA STRIKE. 


The Probability of Its Being Ended on To- 
morrow, 

AvovetA, Ga,, October 26.—[Special.]—The 
Knights of Labor general executive commit- 
teeman, James A, Wright, is in Augusta for 
the purpose of reviewing the field, and to 
make an endeavor to settle the differences 
between labor and capital here. He also 
comes provided with funds with which to aid 
the locked out people,and says the strikers 
will be cared for by the Knights of Labor. He 
reached the city this morning, and was met 
and immediately taken in charge by the new 
masier workman, Conner, and other prominent 
knights, and driven over the city. It seems 
to have been studiously arranged to keep 
Mr. Wright out of the way of newspaper men, 
and nothing can be gained of his move- 
ments or business transactions daring 
theday. It seems, however, that he has done 
nothing beyond visiting Mr. Meynardie, who 
is still ill and unable to be ont of the house. 
A visit to the mill presidents established the 
fact that Mr. Wright had not attempted to get 
in communication with them, and had not as 
yet asked or solicited a conference. 

; ly, @ pr ent knight who has 
been with Mr. Wright all the day, was asked 
what the committee man would do and how 
he would proceed. It is the impression that 
he will first confer with the executive board 
ofthe Knights of Labor, (probably) tonight, 
and then seek a conference with representa- 
tives of the mills. An attempt to as- 
certain the amount of money bronght 
on by the committee man failed, but the 
information was volunteered that the strikers 
and locked out men will be properly cared for 
by the national organization. There ssems 
to be an impression that this great strike 
lockout will end this week. The Knights of 
Labor are tired of it, and the mill owners are 
tired of it, and all interested seem willing to 
make concessions. If Mr. Wright makesany 
kind of attempt in the right spirit to settle 
the trouble he will succeed. Tonight he isin 
close aud secret conference with the local 
knights at Prosperity lodge, and it is believed 
that the most conciliatory proposition will 
be made to the mill residents 
tomorrow. This will be met in a like spirit, 
and the strike ended. The disseation now 
existing among the Knights of Labor has di- 
viced the order in two equal factions, About 
one half of one of these factions will demand 
of the committeeman that if the mill presi- 
dents refuse to settle the trouble, that the 
strike be declared off, and the men allowed to 
go back at their option. Street report has 
st the amount brought out by Mr. Wright 
at $5,000. 

This would not be a drop in the bucket. 
The Augusta Knights owe nearly $20,000. 
Meanwhile the force in the Augusta factory 
is on the increase, and the mill is running 
along quietly. The operatives wantto go to 
work, 


Weavers On a Strike. 


WILMINGTON, Del., October 26.—By order 
of the local chief the Knights of Labor weav- 
ers employed in William Dean’s woolen mills, 
at Newark, Del., about seventy in number, 
ceased work this morning, causing the stop- 
page of the whole establishment. The strike 
was caused by the discharge of a weaver who 
was temporarily laid off, while his loom was 
being repaired and who failed to be on hand 
to resume work when the repairs were com- 


pleted.

TRAINS TELASCOPED. 


A Railroad Collision—One Man Killed and 
Others Fatally Injured. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis, October 26.—By a rail- 
road collision this afternoon, at Pine Biuff, one 
man was killed, two others fatally injured and 
three others severely hurt. soth engines were 
wrecked and the baggage and mail car, with 
contents, were burned. One of the engineers, 
Thomas Dolan, was caught in his cab and 
pinned by a lever. His leg was horribly 
mangled, his head crushed and he was rescued 
just in time to prevent being scalded to death. 
He will die. Martin Coneford, his fireman, 
was also caught. One leg was crushedjand he 
was badly scalded. A man, supposed to be 
Henry Scwenk, of Madison, was stealing a 
ride between the mail car and tender. He 
was instantly killed. Mail Agent George Lus- 
ten had his head badly cut and was severely 
scalded. Conductor Kuhnes was thown down 
and badly bruised. None of the passengers 
were hurt. The shock of the collision 
caused the baggage and mail car to telescope 
the passenger engine and they immediately 
took fire. Scwenk was inthe ruins and was 
burned to a crisp. All the mail was destroyed.

The Sharp Dodge of a Thief to Get Possession of af 
Express Carin Misscuri—His Robbery of the 
Safe and Jump from the Train—Particu- 
lars of a Most Daring Escapade, 


St. Louis, October 26.—The Adams expres 
car attached to passenger train number three 
on the St, Louis and San Francisco railroad, 
which left this city at 8:25 last night, was rob- 
bed of over $50,000 in cash, petween here and 
Pacific, Missouri. 

It appears that before the train left this city 
& man, who gave the name of Cammings, pre- 
sented to Messenger Fortheringham a cleverly 
forged letter bearing a perfect facsimile of the 
signature of Barrett, local agent of the express 
company at St. Louis, The letter stated that 
Barrett had decided to put an extra man on 
the route; that the bearer was he, and that 
Frotheringham was directed to teach him the 
details of the business. The stranger was al- 
lowed to enter the carand took great interest 
in all movements of the messenger, apparently 
desizing to learn quickly the insand outs of 
the duties which the letter stated he was ex- 
pected to perform. Fortheringham’s suspicions 
were not at all aroused, and the stranger im- 
pressed him as a quiet and PY ene com- 
panion. She two men busied themselves with 
accounts, etc, and all went well until a point 
between St. Louis and Pacific, Mo , was reach- 
ed. In the meantime the new assisiant was 
informed that there was nothing more that he 
could do at that time, and he seated himself in 


e chair waiting until some new duties should © 


be assigned to him to perform. Fothering- 
bam Was still busily engaged over his accounts 
with his back turned to Cummings. In the 
course of time, it became necessary 
for him to go to the safe and 
turning to do so, saw the stranger calmly sit- 
ting in his chair with a ed revoiver ley- 
eled at his, (Fotheringham’s) head. Cam- 
mings cautiously approached the dumfounded 
messenger and told himifhe remained quiet 
acd made no outcry or raised no alarm his 
life would not be endangered, but that if he 
acted otherwise he could not answer for the 
consequences. Fotheringham had nothing to 
do but submit, and according to his statement, 
the robber bound him handand foot, pressed 
a gag into his mouth,- tied him to 
the eafe 80 that he could not 
move and proceeded with his work, Tae 
safe had been left open and 
it took but afew minutes for the robber to 
secure bank notes and valuables in the shape 
of jewelry, etc. He cut open bags containing 
silver coin, but he evidently concludod that 
these were too heavy for him to carry and he 
did not disturb the contents. Of gold, how- 
ever, he took a goodly amount and then pro- 
ceeded to make good his escape. The road at

The messenger, in the meantime could do 
metking to release himsolf, not being ableeren 
‘o call for help. Near Mincke, a bowlder had 
fallen upon the track, and the train was de- 
lay ed an hour before it could be removed. The 
corductor tried the door of the expreas car, but 
found it locked, and supposing the messenger 
to be busy did not ask for admittance. At St. 
Clair he again tried the door and again found 
it lccked. He listened for a minute and heard 
the messenger struggling to free himself and 
making al! the noiee possible by kicking with 
his feet against the side of the car. The con- 
ductor suspected something wrong and burst 
the door open, finding Fotheringham as above 
described. He was quickly released and told 
his experience. The robber had got a start of 
fully two hours and it was useless to run back 
to try and find him. The train then proceed- 
ed on its way, arrived in this city this morn- 
ing at seven o’clock, on its return trip. 

Fotheringham séays that the robber was 
about twenty-four years old, six feet tall, 
weight about two hundred pounds and dressed 
iu dark clothes with a dark overcoat. He 
thinks the robber had accomplices, as he 
seemed to be talking with some one on the 
front platform of the car. 

Fotheringham, the messenger, is about 
twenty-four years old and lives in St. Geniev- 
ieve, Mo. He has been in the employ of 
the Adams express company for about four 
years. Superintendent Damsel, of tho express 
company says Fotheringham’s record has 
been of the best. When asked where 
Fotheringham was, replied that he 
hai gone up town with 
Barrett, the route agent, and another man. 
Frem the manner in which he made the state- 
ment it is presumed the ‘other man” was an 
ofiicer of the law, though Damsell would make 
no statement confirmatory or contradictory of 
the theory. Damsell said he could not state 
the exact amount stolen, but it was something 
under $50,000.

At the trial of 
Beir Wickel, editor of the Troenkische Volks- 
blatt, at the tribuna, ef Wurzburg, for charg- 
in g the Bavarian ministry with ill treating 
the Jate’ King Ludwig, and forcing him to 
commit suicide, one witness, a retired lackey 
of the late king, declared he had never re- 
marked anything atnormal about Ludwig; 
that the latter had been impelied to commit 
suicide through the proceedure of the com- 
mission examining him; that he heard Lud- 
Wig tay:

The evidence caused a sensation in court, 
Wickel was sentenced to two months’ impris- 
on ment.

He Tells the Story of the Cartersyfi) >! Pyramite Bx- 
plosion, Implicating Dr, Bakergnd Mjg Broth- 
e1—The Grand Jury Finds True Bilis 
Against tae Bakers - Bonds Given. 


Cantensvitie, Ga., October 26 —[Spe- 
cial. ]—Tobe Jackson, the dynamiter, has met 
the grand jury of Bartow county and the re- 
sult is a decided sensation. 

True bills were found against Dr. Thomas 
H. Baker and his brother, Mr. Gus Baker, 
charging them with assault with intent to 
commit murder, 

Jackson’s testimony before the grand jury 
was substantially what wag contained in the 
written statement made by him soon after he 
was sentto Dade coal mines.. He said that 
the night United States Commissioner Aaron 


Collins’s house was blown up, he, his brother | 


Sam, and Jim Beard, went to Dr, Baker’s 
office to. consult him .about adbond Jackson 
wiehed to make, This bond was necessary 
because Jackson had been arrested on account 
of alleged violations of the internal revenue 
laws. When Jackson, his brother, and Jim 
Beard reached Dr. Baker’s office, they found 
Mr. Gus Baker there. In the course of the 
conversation about the bond, Dr. Baker said: 

‘Tf you fellows had any spunk the thieving 
scoundrels that have been troubling you 
wouldn’t livemuch longer.” 

THIS FJRED BEARD,- 
who exclaimed, with a number of profane 
expressions by way of emphasis: 

“Tf I bad a dynamite cartridge I'd blow up 
some of the thieving scoundrels !” 

“If you want to blow ap anybody,” Dr. 
Baker said, ‘‘you can easily get the dyna- 
mite,” 

“All right,” Beard replied, “which one of 
the scoundrets shall I blow up?” 


The names of several persons obnoxious to | 


Jackson and his gang were discussed, and 
Collins was finally decided upon because his 
house was convenient to Dr. Baker’s office. At 
this point, Beard wanted somebody else to 
place the dynamite under the house, Dr. Baker 
tannted him with cowardice. 

“i'm no coward,” Beard said, excitedly, “get 
the dynamite and see what I'll do.” 

Mr, Gus Baker, accompanied by two othors 
of the party, went to the hardware store of 
Baker & Hall, where he procured the dyna 
mite, Hetook froma box four cartridges, 
each packed in sawdust. Returning to Dr. 
Beker’s cflice, Mr. Gus Baker placed a cap and 
fuse in one of the cartridges. Not satisfied 
that one weuld blow Collins’s house high 
enough, be tied another to that in which he 
had placed thecap and fuse. 

BEARD TOOK THE DYNAMITE 
and started out of the office. 

“Hold on,” ssid Dr, Baker, ‘‘here is some 
sawdust on thetable, Wait till I brush it off.” 

Afser carefully removing the sawdust from 


the table, Dr. Baker told Beard notto fire the. 


fuse until he should see the light go out in the 
office, 

“For,” continued Dr. Baker, “I want to un- 
dress and get into bed before the fun begins.” 

When Beard lett the office, Jackson, his 
brother, and Mr. Gus Baker also left, the lat- 
ter three walking off ina direction opposite 
Collins’s house. Beard, who wasevidentiy 
frightened nearly out of his wits, did not 
place the dynamite where it would do much 
damage. He placedit either on the front 
porch or underit. As soonas he fired the 
fuse he fled in the direction taken by the 
other three men. 

This story, it is understood, was substan- 
tiated by Sam Jackson aud Beard. If there 
were other witnesses before the grand jary, 
they are not known. 

It is said that the true bill against Mr. Gus. 
Baker was fuund on Friday afternoon or yes- 
te: day. 

THE BILL AGAINST DR. BAKER 

was found this morning. When ho heard of 
it, he immediately went to thé corthouse and 
surrendered himself tothe sheriff. He then 
made application to be roleased on bond, 
Solicitor General Harris-.said that he did not 
think a bond necessary. Dr, Baker replied 
that he bad no favors to ask of the state or of 
the court; that he was ready to give bond, and 
that he insisted upon being allowed to do so. 
Judge Fsin fixed the bond at one thousand 
dollars, Mr, W. C, Baker, Dr. Baker’s brothor, 
becoming tecurity. 

It was reported yesterday morning that Mr. 
Gus Baker had fled. He did leave the town 
early Saturday morning, but ho returned and 
was seen here several times yesterday after- 
noon. His friends say that he will be forih- 
coming. They declare that he will give bond 
as easily as Dr. Baker did. 

While it has been 1umored for some time 
that it was probable true bills would be found 
against Dr. Baker and his brother, yet the fact 
that they have been found causes a great deal 
of discussion. Dr. Baker is one of 

THE MOST PROMINENT MEN 
in Bartow county. He has several times rep- 
resented the county in the lower house of the 
legislature, and once represented the district 
in the senate. He is possessed of considera- 
ble property, His practice is large and lucra- 
tive. In Cartersville, he has for many years 
been identified with nearly every important 
political movement, and also with many busi- 
ness enterprises. That such a man should be 
indicted for assault with intentto commit 
murder, naturally causes a profound sensation. 

Dr. Baker emphatically denies any sort of 
complicity withthe Jackson’s and Beard in 
the blowing up of Collins’s house, A state- 
ment, obtained this morning from his friends 
and a member of hia family, is as follows: 

There are two factions in Bartow county, 
with one of which Dr. Baker has heretofore 
been identificd. Certain leaders of the other 
faction have long tried to injure Dr. Baker. 
and have now seized upon the Jackson dyna- 
mite outrage asthe meansof accomplishing 
their purpose.. When Jackson was tried for 
blowing up Collins’s house, he, his brother, 
and Beard swore that they were 

NOT CONCERNED IN THE OUTRAGE. 
They said nota single word that would im- 
plicate either Dr. Baker or Mr. Gus Baker. 
Yet, these men vow say, in éffect, that they 
peijered themeelves.

Grimes vs. State. Burglary, from Fulton. 
Criminal Law. (Before Judge Richard H. 
Clark.) 

Hall, J.—An incomplete building which car- 
pentezs are engaged in finishing, and where 
they have deposited their tools, protecting the 
building by closing the outer doors and fasten- 
ing the windows with a canvas frame, is such 
a place of business as may be the subject of 
burglary under Code, ? 4386; and if such canvas 
frsme be broken, and the house be entered and 
tools stolon therefrom, the crime is burglary. 

(a.) The opening of a door, though it may 
not be latched or fastened by bolts or locks, or 
the breaking of a pane of glass, or hoisting a 
window and effecting an entrance thereby, is a 
breaking within the meaning of the law. 1 
Whart. Cr. L., 759, 751, 767.

The agitation for international copyright, which 
had slumbered for years, has been carried on un- 
remittingly since December, 1883, and upon pre- 
cisely the lines laid down in the measure drafted 
and presented at thattime. But that Taz Const. 
TUTION should be ignorantof these facts, andshoud 
have known nothing as to the opinion of the Geor- 
gia delegation is hardly surprising. What else 
could be expected in a journal which hes not suffi- 
cient femiliarity with public men to enabie it to 
spell their names Correctly?

The Spanish Treaty. ° 
A telegram states that Spain has been no- 
tified by the United States government that

It was concocted in Washington, and 
was intended to give Spain certain conces+ 
sions which the United States could never 
hope to obtain. Under the several republi-

a treaty which had for its sole purpose the 
robbery of our own people for the benefit of 
Spain.

Cardival Gibbons on Christian Unity. 

Cardinal Gibbons, of Baltimore, in reply to 
a letter from the editor of the Independent asxing 
bis .views, “asa Catholic,’’ upon the movement 
now going onin the Anglican church, haying for 
its cbject the ‘‘reunion of Christendom,’’ writes :
